It was only the other 
day, at the age of 93, she presided at a din- 
ner party to ci-lebrato the seventieth birth- 
day of her son, the oommander-in-chlef of 
tha British forces. Her husband died forty 
▼aars ago, and yet she had thirty years of 
married life. 

Bba liad seau four generations of the royal 
temily grow ap, and was able to tell the 
queen many matters of nrirata family 
history. She was an amiable princess, be- 
lored by all who came in contact with bar, 
devoted to mu.iio and art, and of a sprightly 
disposition. Her son made it a point when 
in town to Tisit his mother dally, and often 
twioa a day. Tha Frinoa of Wales tXw^J* 
paid his first visit after an absaaoa from 
London to his "dear grand-aunt."
